British Blow 
Up German 
Isle Base 


By HAROLD GUARD 
Aboard a British Naval Vessel, 
April 18 — (UP)— The 
British 


Navy blew the tiny German island 
fortress of Helgoland into the North 
Sea today with a shattering blast 
from 6,700 tons of high explosives. 


The explosion touched off by an 
electric impulse from a cable ship 
eight miles away smashed the for- 
tress which had protected Ger- 
many's exposed northwest 
flank 
through two wars. 


Lt. Commander Frank Mildred 


aboard the cable ship lasso flipped 
the detonating switch 
when 
he 


heard the gong of the hourly B.B.C. 
time signal at 1 p. m. (6 a. m. 
(EST). 


The blast was intended to change 


to change the red rocky island, one 
mile long and one-third of a mile 
wide, standing off the river Elbe 
estuary 28 miles from the German 
mainland, from a fortress into 
a 


harmless litlle haven for North Sea 
fishermen. 


Clouds of smoke rose 8,000 feet. 


Submarine pens, anti-aircraft guns, 
and radar installalions were ripped 
apart. Debris peppered the sea for 
hundreds of yards around the is- 
land. 


(A B. B. C. correspondent flying 


over the scene said the island shot 
into the air "like the skyscrapers 
on the New York skyline." He said 
the smoke column looked lik "the 
Bikini mushroom.") 
The island was blown up by 3,500 


tons of explosives hauled to it by 
German engineers under 
British 


direction, 3,000 tons of explosives 
left behind by the German ,when 
the war ended and 
an 
undeter- 


mined amount of ammunition con- 
cealed in the tunnels honeycomb-1 
ing the miniature Gibraltar. 


The first in the series of explo- 
sions was small to scare away the 
island's teeming bird life. Approxi- 
mately 2,000 inhabitants had ,bceh 
evacuated to Hamburg for eventual 
settlement on another German is- 
land. 


German newspapers and radios 
had warned residents of all coastal 
towns within a 100-mile radius to 
open their windows to prevent shat- 
tering. A movie camera was placed 
in a concrete pillbox on the tiny 
island of Duna half a mile from 
Helgoland to record the blast. Brit- 
ish naval experts believed its pic- 
tures might rival those of Bikini. 


Dr. John V. Atanasoff of

U. S. naval ordnance laboratories 
said in Frankfurt yesterday he be- 
lieved the explosion would displace 
the earth's layers as far south as

But his report is not particularly 
encouraging. 


What the Japanese seem lo have 
done is lo go American in Ihc most 
superficial way. They have revived 
baseball. Quantities of gum are be- 
ing chewed. American - type night 
clubs and radio programs are pop 
ular. Ditto American movies, lip 
sticks, and cigar.ets. That is a far 
cry from Irue conviction and con- 
version. It merely denotes the sin- 
cere flattery of irnitalion. 
, 
The Americans came as conqu 


,^Ji rors of Japan. They brought with 
them many manifestations of their 
everyday culture and habits. II is 
not strange that the defeated and 
subservient Japanese should now 
try to ingratiate themselves by ap- 
ing American customs. They may 
even enjoy those customs. But how 
much of value does all Ihis signify? 
Mr. Behrslock has lisled exam- 


ples of Japan's 
Americanization 


without atlempling to draw 
any 


conclusions. He gives no hint of any 
political or ethical reformation. His 


v.^ readers are lefl with the natural 
S doubl as to whether any such re- 
form is taking place. 
- If it is not, the fault may not lie 
entirely with the Japanese. We A- 
mcricans do nol always practice 
what we preach. Ours may be the 
land of the free and Ihe home of 
the brave.

British Blow 
Up German 
Isle Base 


By HAROLD GUARD 
Aboard a British Naval Vessel, 
April 18 — (UP)— The 
British 


Navy blew the tiny German island 
fortress of Helgoland into the North 
Sea today with a shattering blast 
from 6,700 tons of high explosives. 


The explosion touched off by an 
electric impulse from a cable ship 
eight miles away smashed the for- 
tress which had protected Ger- 
many's exposed northwest 
flank 
through two wars. 


Lt. Commander Frank Mildred 


aboard the cable ship lasso flipped 
the detonating switch 
when 
he 


heard the gong of the hourly B.B.C. 
time signal at 1 p. m. (6 a. m. 
(EST). 


The blast was intended to change 


to change the red rocky island, one 
mile long and one-third of a mile 
wide, standing off the river Elbe 
estuary 28 miles from the German 
mainland, from a fortress into 
a 


harmless litlle haven for North Sea 
fishermen. 


Clouds of smoke rose 8,000 feet. 


Submarine pens, anti-aircraft guns, 
and radar installalions were ripped 
apart. Debris peppered the sea for 
hundreds of yards around the is- 
land. 


(A B. B. C. correspondent flying 


over the scene said the island shot 
into the air "like the skyscrapers 
on the New York skyline." He said 
the smoke column looked lik "the 
Bikini mushroom.") 
The island was blown up by 3,500 


tons of explosives hauled to it by 
German engineers under 
British 


direction, 3,000 tons of explosives 
left behind by the German ,when 
the war ended and 
an 
undeter- 


mined amount of ammunition con- 
cealed in the tunnels honeycomb-1 
ing the miniature Gibraltar. 


The first in the series of explo- 
sions was small to scare away the 
island's teeming bird life. Approxi- 
mately 2,000 inhabitants had ,bceh 
evacuated to Hamburg for eventual 
settlement on another German is- 
land. 


German newspapers and radios 
had warned residents of all coastal 
towns within a 100-mile radius to 
open their windows to prevent shat- 
tering. A movie camera was placed 
in a concrete pillbox on the tiny 
island of Duna half a mile from 
Helgoland to record the blast. Brit- 
ish naval experts believed its pic- 
tures might rival those of Bikini. 


Dr. John V. Atanasoff of

U. S. naval ordnance laboratories 
said in Frankfurt yesterday he be- 
lieved the explosion would displace 
the earth's layers as far south as

American - type night 
clubs and radio programs are pop 
ular. Ditto American movies, lip 
sticks, and cigar.ets. That is a far 
cry from Irue conviction and con- 
version. It merely denotes the sin- 
cere flattery of irnitalion.

The Americans came as conqu 


,^Ji rors of Japan. They brought with 
them many manifestations of their 
everyday culture and habits. II is 
not strange that the defeated and 
subservient Japanese should now 
try to ingratiate themselves by ap- 
ing American customs. They may 
even enjoy those customs. But how 
much of value does all Ihis signify? 
Mr. Behrslock has lisled exam- 


ples of Japan's 
Americanization 


without atlempling to draw 
any 


conclusions. He gives no hint of any 
political or ethical reformation. His 


v.^ readers are lefl with the natural 
S doubl as to whether any such re- 
form is taking place. 
- If it is not, the fault may not lie 
entirely with the Japanese. We A- 
mcricans do nol always practice 
what we preach. Ours may be the 
land of the free and Ihe home of 
the brave.

British Blow 
Up German 
Isle Base 


By HAROLD GUARD 
Aboard a British Naval Vessel, 
April 18 — (UP)— The 
British 


Navy blew the tiny German island 
fortress of Helgoland into the North 
Sea today with a shattering blast 
from 6,700 tons of high explosives. 


The explosion touched off by an 
electric impulse from a cable ship 
eight miles away smashed the for- 
tress which had protected Ger- 
many's exposed northwest 
flank 
through two wars. 


Lt. Commander Frank Mildred 


aboard the cable ship lasso flipped 
the detonating switch 
when 
he 


heard the gong of the hourly B.B.C. 
time signal at 1 p. m. (6 a. m. 
(EST). 


The blast was intended to change 


to change the red rocky island, one 
mile long and one-third of a mile 
wide, standing off the river Elbe 
estuary 28 miles from the German 
mainland, from a fortress into 
a 


harmless litlle haven for North Sea 
fishermen. 


Clouds of smoke rose 8,000 feet. 


Submarine pens, anti-aircraft guns, 
and radar installalions were ripped 
apart. Debris peppered the sea for 
hundreds of yards around the is- 
land. 


(A B. B. C. correspondent flying 


over the scene said the island shot 
into the air "like the skyscrapers 
on the New York skyline." He said 
the smoke column looked lik "the 
Bikini mushroom.") 
The island was blown up by 3,500 


tons of explosives hauled to it by 
German engineers under 
British 


direction, 3,000 tons of explosives 
left behind by the German ,when 
the war ended and 
an 
undeter- 


mined amount of ammunition con- 
cealed in the tunnels honeycomb-1 
ing the miniature Gibraltar. 


The first in the series of explo- 
sions was small to scare away the 
island's teeming bird life. Approxi- 
mately 2,000 inhabitants had ,bceh 
evacuated to Hamburg for eventual 
settlement on another German is- 
land. 


German newspapers and radios 
had warned residents of all coastal 
towns within a 100-mile radius to 
open their windows to prevent shat- 
tering. A movie camera was placed 
in a concrete pillbox on the tiny 
island of Duna half a mile from 
Helgoland to record the blast. Brit- 
ish naval experts believed its pic- 
tures might rival those of Bikini. 


Dr. John V. Atanasoff of

U. S. naval ordnance laboratories 
said in Frankfurt yesterday he be- 
lieved the explosion would displace 
the earth's layers as far south as

Japan is going American, Arthur 
Behrslock lells us in the current 
issue of the American 
magazine.

But his report is not particularly 
encouraging. 


What the Japanese seem lo have 
done is lo go American in Ihc most 
superficial way. They have revived 
baseball. Quantities of gum are be- 
ing chewed. American - type night 
clubs and radio programs are pop 
ular. Ditto American movies, lip 
sticks, and cigar.ets. That is a far 
cry from Irue conviction and con- 
version. It merely denotes the sin- 
cere flattery of irnitalion. 
, 
The Americans came as conqu 


,^Ji rors of Japan. They brought with 
them many manifestations of their 
everyday culture and habits. II is 
not strange that the defeated and 
subservient Japanese should now 
try to ingratiate themselves by ap- 
ing American customs. They may 
even enjoy those customs. But how 
much of value does all Ihis signify? 
Mr. Behrslock has lisled exam- 


ples of Japan's 
Americanization 


without atlempling to draw 
any 


conclusions. He gives no hint of any 
political or ethical reformation. His 


v.^ readers are lefl with the natural 
S doubl as to whether any such re- 
form is taking place.

of life, Mr. Truman declared "we 
can provide the necessary assist- 
ance only if we ourselves remain 
prosperous." 


"And only if we maintain and 
increase our prospcrtiy," he con- 
tinued, "can we expect other coun- 
tries to recognize the full merits 
of 
a free economy, 
x x x Our 
system of private enterprise is now 
being -tested before the woi-Jd." 


The president painted a bright 


picture- of present propspcrity in 
Arnerk'a. He said il snows some- 
thing ;;h;it nobody believed could 
happen — "that 
out 
peacetime 
economy can not only equal 
our 


wartime economy but can surpass 
it.' ' 


Comparing conditions now with 
those of 1929, the peak 
pre-war 
year of economic activity, he list- 
ed: 


A 71 per cent rise in physical 


volume, disltinct from dollar valu.3, 
of industrial output: a 32 per cent 
increase 
in agricultural produc- 
tion; 


10,000,000 more employed: 
The national income at a rale of 


$76,000,000,000, as against £83,000,-

And average income, after taxes, 
up from $854 to $1,900. Converting 
the 1929 income average into terms 
of the 1947 dollar, Mr. Truman said 
the gain in actual buying 
power 


still shows a rise from $825 to $1,- 
090. 


"This means, on the average, for 
every man, Woman and child in 
the country," he continued, "an in- 
crease of 32 per cent in the power 
to buy goods and servicesi with cur- 
rent income. 
"This is the measure of the rise 


in our standard of living in less 
than one generation." 


"But, the chief executive went 
on, "I must say 'in all frankness 
that the economic skies are 
nnt 
entirely clear. One cloud is sihacl- 
owing our economic future. 
"That cloud is the sharp 
and 


rapid rise in prices. 
"Some sav this cloud is certain 
to burst. They are sure of a re- 
cession or a depression. I do not 
share their belief that either

these ill inevitable. 
"I believe that we as a'nation 
can prevent this economic cloud- 
burst. But it requires prompt, pre- 


simo a program which calls tor 
selected groups of Chinese to be 
sent to America at once :Eor train- 
ing in moral re-armament. Ho spe- 
cifes that these men "must be ab- 
solutely unselfish; they should be

General Ho as proposed to send 
to China forthwith the brilliant S.S. 
Lo — who long was private secre- 
tary to Chiang Kai-shek but now is 
in Washington — to help '.r.

been associated with the • moral 
re-armament movement ;?or some 
time and is enthusiastic over the

quotation from Confucius:

'Elizabeth'of

Bristol, England —(NEA)— Bri- 


tain is about to do for the airlanes 
what she did for the sealanes with 
the Queen Elizabeth. She is ready- 
ing for trans-Atlantic air service 
the world's largest passenger land 
plane, the 126-ton "Barbazon 1." 


Powered by eight giant engines, 


the Barbazon will wing its way 
from London to New Y/ork with 
a pay load of 70 to 100 sleeping 
passengers on the night run or 120 
sitting up on daylight trips. It will 
have a crew of 13, including five 
stewards. 


The Barbazon is 
being assem- 


bled now at the Bristol 
Aero- 
plane plant in suburban Filton. 
Development and production cost 
$10,000,000. 
The 
builders 
hope 


to 
have the 
plane ready 
for 


test flights by May or June. After 
[hat 
they will go to work on three 
more 
Barbazons 
which British 
Overseas Airways hopes to have 
in service by 1950. 


Some idea of the new sky giant's 
size can be gained by comparison 
with the XB-36, the U. S. Army's 
giant bomber. Both have a wing- 
span of 230 feet. The XB-36 has only 
six engines. The Barbazon tops all 
other American land planes. 
The 


Army's giant C-74 Globemaster has 
a wingspan of 173 feet. The Douglas 
DC-6 
passenger plane now in ser- 


vice is only 117Va feet between wing- 
tips.

of life, Mr. Truman declared "we 
can provide the necessary assist- 
ance only if we ourselves remain 
prosperous." 


"And only if we maintain and 
increase our prospcrtiy," he con- 
tinued, "can we expect other coun- 
tries to recognize the full merits 
of 
a free economy, 
x x x Our 
system of private enterprise is now 
being -tested before the woi-Jd." 


The president painted a bright 


picture- of present propspcrity in 
Arnerk'a. He said il snows some- 
thing ;;h;it nobody believed could 
happen — "that 
out 
peacetime 
economy can not only equal 
our 


wartime economy but can surpass 
it.' ' 


Comparing conditions now with 
those of 1929, the peak 
pre-war 
year of economic activity, he list- 
ed: 


A 71 per cent rise in physical 


volume, disltinct from dollar valu.3, 
of industrial output: a 32 per cent 
increase 
in agricultural produc- 
tion; 


10,000,000 more employed: 
The national income at a rale of 


$76,000,000,000, as against £83,000,- 
000,000;

And average income, after taxes, 
up from $854 to $1,900. Converting 
the 1929 income average into terms 
of the 1947 dollar, Mr. Truman said 
the gain in actual buying 
power 


still shows a rise from $825 to $1,- 
090. 


"This means, on the average, for 
every man, Woman and child in 
the country," he continued, "an in- 
crease of 32 per cent in the power 
to buy goods and servicesi with cur- 
rent income. 
"This is the measure of the rise 


in our standard of living in less 
than one generation." 


"But, the chief executive went 
on, "I must say 'in all frankness 
that the economic skies are 
nnt 
entirely clear. One cloud is sihacl- 
owing our economic future. 
"That cloud is the sharp 
and 


rapid rise in prices. 
"Some sav this cloud is certain 
to burst. They are sure of a re- 
cession or a depression. I do not 
share their belief that either 
of 


these ill inevitable. 
"I believe that we as a'nation 
can prevent this economic cloud- 
burst. But it requires prompt, pre- 


simo a program which calls tor 
selected groups of Chinese to be 
sent to America at once :Eor train- 
ing in moral re-armament. Ho spe- 
cifes that these men "must be ab- 
solutely unselfish; they should be 
men of faith, not necessarily Chris- 
tian but with

spiritual

sophy." 
In order to speed up the project, 


General Ho as proposed to send 
to China forthwith the brilliant S.S. 
Lo — who long was private secre- 
tary to Chiang Kai-shek but now is 
in Washington — to help '.r. 
the 


selection of men who will 
fight 
ideas with ideas. Lo himself 
has 


been associated with the • moral 
re-armament movement ;?or some 
time and is enthusiastic over the 
Chinese 
program. 
The 
general 


likes to sum up his plans with a 
quotation from Confucius: 


"To put .the. world- in .order, we 


must first put the nation in order; 
to put the nation in order, 
we 
must put the .family in order; to 
put the family, in. order, we must 
cultivate our nersonaV life; and to 
cultivate dur personal life, we must 
first set our hearts right."'

Bristol, England —(NEA)— Bri- 


tain is about to do for the airlanes 
what she did for the sealanes with 
the Queen Elizabeth. She is ready- 
ing for trans-Atlantic air service 
the world's largest passenger land 
plane, the 126-ton "Barbazon 1." 


Powered by eight giant engines, 


the Barbazon will wing its way 
from London to New Y/ork with 
a pay load of 70 to 100 sleeping 
passengers on the night run or 120 
sitting up on daylight trips. It will 
have a crew of 13, including five 
stewards. 


The Barbazon is 
being assem- 


bled now at the Bristol 
Aero- 
plane plant in suburban Filton. 
Development and production cost 
$10,000,000. 
The 
builders 
hope 


to 
have the 
plane ready 
for 


test flights by May or June. After 
[hat 
they will go to work on three 
more 
Barbazons 
which British 
Overseas Airways hopes to have 
in service by 1950. 


Some idea of the new sky giant's 
size can be gained by comparison 
with the XB-36, the U. S. Army's 
giant bomber.

'Elizabeth'of 
the Air Is 
British Bid 


By NEA Foreign Service 
Bristol, England —(NEA)— Bri- 


tain is about to do for the airlanes 
what she did for the sealanes with 
the Queen Elizabeth. She is ready- 
ing for trans-Atlantic air service 
the world's largest passenger land 
plane, the 126-ton "Barbazon 1." 


Powered by eight giant engines, 


the Barbazon will wing its way 
from London to New Y/ork with 
a pay load of 70 to 100 sleeping 
passengers on the night run or 120 
sitting up on daylight trips. It will 
have a crew of 13, including five 
stewards. 


The Barbazon is 
being assem- 


bled now at the Bristol 
Aero- 
plane plant in suburban Filton. 
Development and production cost 
$10,000,000. 
The 
builders 
hope 


to 
have the 
plane ready 
for 


test flights by May or June. After 
[hat 
they will go to work on three 
more 
Barbazons 
which British 
Overseas Airways hopes to have 
in service by 1950. 


Some idea of the new sky giant's 
size can be gained by comparison 
with the XB-36, the U. S. Army's 
giant bomber. Both have a wing- 
span of 230 feet. The XB-36 has only 
six engines. The Barbazon tops all 
other American land planes. 
The 


Army's giant C-74 Globemaster has 
a wingspan of 173 feet. The Douglas 
DC-6 
passenger plane now in ser- 


vice is only 117Va feet between wing- 
tips.

of life, Mr. Truman declared "we 
can provide the necessary assist- 
ance only if we ourselves remain 
prosperous." 


"And only if we maintain and 
increase our prospcrtiy," he con- 
tinued, "can we expect other coun- 
tries to recognize the full merits 
of 
a free economy, 
x x x Our 
system of private enterprise is now 
being -tested before the woi-Jd." 


The president painted a bright 


picture- of present propspcrity in 
Arnerk'a. He said il snows some- 
thing ;;h;it nobody believed could 
happen — "that 
out 
peacetime 
economy can not only equal 
our 


wartime economy but can surpass 
it.' ' 


Comparing conditions now with 
those of 1929, the peak 
pre-war 
year of economic activity, he list- 
ed: 


A 71 per cent rise in physical 


volume, disltinct from dollar valu.3, 
of industrial output: a 32 per cent 
increase 
in agricultural produc- 
tion; 


10,000,000 more employed: 
The national income at a rale of 


$76,000,000,000, as against £83,000,-

And average income, after taxes, 
up from $854 to $1,900. Converting 
the 1929 income average into terms 
of the 1947 dollar, Mr. Truman said 
the gain in actual buying 
power 


still shows a rise from $825 to $1,- 
090. 


"This means, on the average, for 
every man, Woman and child in 
the country," he continued, "an in- 
crease of 32 per cent in the power 
to buy goods and servicesi with cur- 
rent income. 
"This is the measure of the rise 


in our standard of living in less 
than one generation." 


"But, the chief executive went 
on, "I must say 'in all frankness 
that the economic skies are 
nnt 
entirely clear. One cloud is sihacl- 
owing our economic future. 
"That cloud is the sharp 
and 


rapid rise in prices. 
"Some sav this cloud is certain 
to burst. They are sure of a re- 
cession or a depression. I do not 
share their belief that either

these ill inevitable. 
"I believe that we as a'nation 
can prevent this economic cloud- 
burst. But it requires prompt, pre- 


simo a program which calls tor 
selected groups of Chinese to be 
sent to America at once :Eor train- 
ing in moral re-armament. Ho spe- 
cifes that these men "must be ab- 
solutely unselfish; they should be 
men of faith, not necessarily Chris- 
tian but with

General Ho as proposed to send 
to China forthwith the brilliant S.S. 
Lo — who long was private secre- 
tary to Chiang Kai-shek but now is 
in Washington — to help '.r.

ideas with ideas. Lo himself 
has 


been associated with the • moral 
re-armament movement ;?or some 
time and is enthusiastic over the 
Chinese 
program.

likes to sum up his plans with a 
quotation from Confucius: 


"To put .the. world- in .order, we 


must first put the nation in order; 
to put the nation in order, 
we 
must put the .family in order; to 
put the family, in. order, we must 
cultivate our nersonaV life; and to 
cultivate dur personal life, we must 
first set our hearts right."'

'Elizabeth'of 
the Air Is 
British Bid

Bristol, England —(NEA)— Bri- 


tain is about to do for the airlanes 
what she did for the sealanes with 
the Queen Elizabeth. She is ready- 
ing for trans-Atlantic air service 
the world's largest passenger land 
plane, the 126-ton "Barbazon 1." 


Powered by eight giant engines, 


the Barbazon will wing its way 
from London to New Y/ork with 
a pay load of 70 to 100 sleeping 
passengers on the night run or 120 
sitting up on daylight trips. It will 
have a crew of 13, including five 
stewards. 


The Barbazon is 
being assem- 


bled now at the Bristol 
Aero- 
plane plant in suburban Filton. 
Development and production cost 
$10,000,000. 
The 
builders 
hope 


to 
have the 
plane ready 
for 


test flights by May or June. After 
[hat 
they will go to work on three 
more 
Barbazons 
which British 
Overseas Airways hopes to have 
in service by 1950. 


Some idea of the new sky giant's 
size can be gained by comparison 
with the XB-36, the U. S. Army's 
giant bomber. Both have a wing- 
span of 230 feet. The XB-36 has only 
six engines. The Barbazon tops all 
other American land planes. 
The 


Army's giant C-74 Globemaster has 
a wingspan of 173 feet. The Douglas 
DC-6 
passenger plane now in ser- 


vice is only 117Va feet between wing- 
tips.

of life, Mr. Truman declared "we 
can provide the necessary assist- 
ance only if we ourselves remain 
prosperous." 


"And only if we maintain and 
increase our prospcrtiy," he con- 
tinued, "can we expect other coun- 
tries to recognize the full merits 
of 
a free economy, 
x x x Our 
system of private enterprise is now 
being -tested before the woi-Jd." 


The president painted a bright 


picture- of present propspcrity in 
Arnerk'a. He said il snows some- 
thing ;;h;it nobody believed could 
happen — "that 
out 
peacetime 
economy can not only equal 
our 


wartime economy but can surpass 
it.' ' 


Comparing conditions now with 
those of 1929, the peak 
pre-war 
year of economic activity, he list- 
ed: 


A 71 per cent rise in physical 


volume, disltinct from dollar valu.3, 
of industrial output: a 32 per cent

in agricultural produc- 
tion; 


10,000,000 more employed: 
The national income at a rale of

And average income, after taxes, 
up from $854 to $1,900. Converting 
the 1929 income average into terms 
of the 1947 dollar, Mr. Truman said 
the gain in actual buying 
power 


still shows a rise from $825 to $1,- 
090. 


"This means, on the average, for 
every man, Woman and child in 
the country," he continued, "an in- 
crease of 32 per cent in the power 
to buy goods and servicesi with cur- 
rent income. 
"This is the measure of the rise 


in our standard of living in less 
than one generation." 


"But, the chief executive went 
on, "I must say 'in all frankness 
that the economic skies are 
nnt 
entirely clear. One cloud is sihacl- 
owing our economic future. 
"That cloud is the sharp 
and 


rapid rise in prices. 
"Some sav this cloud is certain 
to burst. They are sure of a re- 
cession or a depression. I do not

"I believe that we as a'nation 
can prevent this economic cloud- 
burst.

selected groups of Chinese to be 
sent to America at once :Eor train- 
ing in moral re-armament. Ho spe- 
cifes that these men "must be ab- 
solutely unselfish; they should be

General Ho as proposed to send 
to China forthwith the brilliant S.S. 
Lo — who long was private secre- 
tary to Chiang Kai-shek but now is 
in Washington — to help '.r.

ideas with ideas. Lo himself 
has 


been associated with the • moral 
re-armament movement ;?or some 
time and is enthusiastic over the 
Chinese 
program.

likes to sum up his plans with a 
quotation from Confucius: 


"To put .the. world- in .order, we 


must first put the nation in order; 
to put the nation in order,

'Elizabeth'of

Bristol, England —(NEA)— Bri- 


tain is about to do for the airlanes 
what she did for the sealanes with 
the Queen Elizabeth. She is ready- 
ing for trans-Atlantic air service 
the world's largest passenger land 
plane, the 126-ton "Barbazon 1." 


Powered by eight giant engines, 


the Barbazon will wing its way 
from London to New Y/ork with 
a pay load of 70 to 100 sleeping 
passengers on the night run or 120 
sitting up on daylight trips. It will 
have a crew of 13, including five 
stewards. 


The Barbazon is 
being assem- 


bled now at the Bristol 
Aero- 
plane plant in suburban Filton. 
Development and production cost 
$10,000,000. 
The 
builders 
hope 


to 
have the 
plane ready 
for 


test flights by May or June. After 
[hat 
they will go to work on three 
more 
Barbazons 
which British 
Overseas Airways hopes to have 
in service by 1950. 


Some idea of the new sky giant's 
size can be gained by comparison 
with the XB-36, the U. S. Army's 
giant bomber. Both have a wing- 
span of 230 feet. The XB-36 has only 
six engines. The Barbazon tops all 
other American land planes. 
The 


Army's giant C-74 Globemaster has 
a wingspan of 173 feet. The Douglas 
DC-6 
passenger plane now in ser- 


vice is only 117Va feet between wing- 
tips.
